taxed; then, later on. wmeii a mn.; 
waa taxed according to his ability 'c 
pay, and then up to the time whce 
jewelry, stock s and i» ond8 were taxed, 
from about 1840 to 1875. 
In 1875 a general property tax was 
adopied and it is

today, 
wherein It Is Intended that proper! 
shall be taxed In proportion to ili 
v alue. From that time to the present 
-« -thirty-fiv e years—u is obv ious tha*^ 
the system should be rev olutioni/ce ’ 
He suggested that there should bv 
m oie of a uniformity of taxation, s ta t­ 
ing that in some couutle« ft was 25 
per cent, while in others it runs to 60 
per cent, which is not the theory of 
the constitution,

years of this time its treasurer, I re 
tire next month, after declining to 
run again. 
In retiring I do not feel 
lik e I am shirk ing a 
duty, 
after 
tw’elv e years (ff serv ice to the Sedalia 
schools. 
If I hav e b^en of some serv ice, and 
the effort I hav e put forth in helping 
to upbuild and create 
greater 
ef­ 
ficiency in our schools, I will feel 
that it has been worth the while. 
As 
the oldest member of the hoard in 
point of serv ice. T think I can safely 
state that thev hav e always tried to 
safeguard the interests of all that are 
concerned in our schools. 
All ques­ 
tions hav e been acted upon after due 
deliberation, look ing only to the im­ 
prov ement of the adm inistration of 
our schools according to local condi­ 
tions and circumstances. 
As one that has always been inter­ 
ested, I look back years ago at old 
Broadway school when

contrast. 
An improv ement tJu.t 
we 
should be proud of. 
The state superintendent places us 
in the first class of High schools in 
the state, and the board 
and 
the 
friends of our school feel lik e we are 
getting 
results. 
W e 
hav e 
better 
teachers, from being better prepared, 
many of whom serv e their state and 
generation 
a.s 
successsful 
teachers 
and instructors, and intend to mak e 
it their life work . 
I hav e read that a teacher’s mission 
was to captuK' 
the 
child’s 
mind 
through lov e and sympathy, to lead 
iuipils towai'il higher ideas 
of 
life 
and duty, to establish closer relations 
between home and school and state; 
to exalt purity of ]jfe and conduct: 
to strengthen the moral tone of the 
commimity: to mak e good men and 
women: to establish and digiiuy the 
profession of teaching; to mak e edu­ 
cation attractiv e: 
to 
magnify 
the 
state; to meet he needs for educated 
citizenship—I am sure such is the ex­ 
alted mission of the
